Ted Lewis, columnist in the NEW YORK DAILY NEWS, recently 
devoted his column ‘*Capital Circus*’ to the subject of the impact 
of Khrushchev’s visit on the presidential election in 1960, Com- 
menting on the attitude of the crowds that witnessed Khrushchev's 
tour of Washington and New York, and describing himself as 
a “crowd-watcher” of many years’ experience, Mr, Lewis stated: 

“It was as if an almost miraculous, and definitely unrehearsed 
display of patriotism - of anti-Communism - was occurring...

WASHINGTON, AUGUST 6 -- Connecticut*s freshman Democratic

Sen, Dodd has logically concluded that the Reds will not risk 
war over Berlin or any other piece of real estate because they 
can’t afford the dangers inherent in any military showdown, A 
long succession of uprisings behind the Iron Curtain has demon- 
Strated three things: 

(1) That the satellite army divisions are totally unreliable; 

(2) That the Soviet Army itself is dangerously unreliable; 

(3) That the masses of people under Communism share a 
common hatred for the regime which oppresses them. 

Sen, Dodd’s analysis of the Communist military situation has 
been particularly noted by top military men I have talked with, 
all of whom expressed the hope that the: striped pants boys in 
Geneva would sit up and take notice, 

It was almost 20 years ago, when the Nazi armies of Hider 
invaded the Soviet Union, that the world got its first real indica- 
tion as to the loyalty of the Communist land armies, Although the 
Reds enjoyed overwhelming superiority in manpower, aircraft, 
tanks and artillery, the Russian Army defected in droves, The 
civilian population greeted the Nazi armies as liberators, and 
there was singing in the streets of Moscow as the German troops 
drove the Communist government far into the interior of Rus- 
sia, It was only the brutality of the Nazis that finally enabled the 
massive Red Army -- which outnumbered the Germans by almost 
10 to one -- to achieve victory. 

World War Il ended 14 years ago, of course, but there is abun- 
dant information that the situation is no different today. 

Soviet battalions originally stationed in Hungary in the 1956 
uprising had to be withdrawn in the first rounds of battle because 
they refused to bear arms against the Hungarian people, And 
whole divisions of Red troops later defected to the Freedom Fighters 
and fought for a cause that was doomed to defeas, because the so- 
called Free World refused any sort of aid, moral or material, 

It is estimated that 15,000 troops in Budapest deserted to fight 
with the Hungarians, and huge losses were reported from the 
elite Soviet Second Guards Division. That is equivalent to soldiers 
of the U.S, Marines or the British Guards deserting under fire, 

One Hungarian prison camp alone housed 10,000 Red Army de- 
serters after the revolt had been quashed, and thousands of others 
were shipped in boxcars back to the Soviet Union, 

If the Russian Army itself is unreliable, the armies of the 
various satellite nations are completely untrustworthy as far as 
the Kremlin's military planners are concerned, Not a single satel- 
lite division could be counted upon w fight the Western Powers... 
And neither, for that matter, could the Red divisions in those 
countries,

Germany, seven in Hungary, two in Rumania, and

Within a matter of months, news 
articles about Governor Lee’s ef- 
forts appeared in Newsweek and 
Time magazines, feature articles in 
Life, Saturday Evening Post, and- 
American Magazine, and columns 
and editorials in countless news- 
papers throughout the Country. 

Nor did the passage of-time slow

When the first session of the 
86th Congress began eight 
months ago, conservatives 
feared that a new Deal might

We were fighting the wrong war, at the wrong time, against the 
wrong enemy, We were fighting a war we couldn't win, Because 
we were allies with Christendom’s and history*s worst menace: 
godless, communist, Russia, Our Army was even made to hold 
back entering Berlin, so our Russian Allies could share it with us, 
Then, when we had Japan on her knees, Russia committed what 
should have been an act of war against us: she jumped into the 
Japanese war, a few days before we ended it.

During the War Between the 
States, when textile specialties 
were temporarily scarce in the 
North because of Confederate 
blockade, the Federal Govern- 
ment set up a little manufac- 
turing plant in Boston to meet 
the temporary wartime need, 
' A few years ago when the 
Hoover Commission was in- 
vestigating ways to reduce Fed- 
eral expenses, it found the 90- 
year-old Boston establishment 
still operating, Was there a need 
for its products, or a strong 
market for them? No, the 
production of the factory 
couldn*t be sold at realistic 
prices, It was being bought by 
the Federal Government for re- 
sale at great loss on the mar- 
ket. Then why not cut out the 
subsidy and close the factory 
down since it could not pay 
its own way? 

But no, thundered an influ- 
ential senator from Massachu- 
setts; that would throw 136 
people engaged in the unecono- 
mic, taxpayer-subsidized busi- 
ness out of work. So the Hoo- 
ver Commission, eager to be 
humane while seeking econo- 
mies, suggested that nobody be 
thrown out of work, but that 
‘as the individual employes 
among the 136 died, retired or 
quit they should not be replaced, 
By orderly process and without 
hurting any worker, the plant 
could in time be closed and a 
saving to the taxpayers re- 
alized, But that didn’t suit the 
powerful Massachusetts sen- 
ator, either, 

Today in Boston, a little tex- 
tile specialty factory opened 
during the War Between the 
States to meet needs forced by 
Confederate blockade is still 
operating and the taxpayers are 
still paying to subsidize the un- 
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Washinton’s way of 
a blunder is to label it Top 
Secret,’’

Though our 
greatness rises from the antithesis of 
communism, we meet today in an 
arena fashioned by the Communists, 
there to win—if the truth be spoken— 
yet a few moments more of ease 
security. Time, however, is impartial; 
it serves only him who uses it. 

The Communists, very plainly, are 
using time; their faith is dynamic, 
ours, defensive. Today, the American 


Revolution seeks accommodation with: 


the Soviet Revolution, though it is ob- 
vious that “peace” will be dictated by 
the onrushing, not the retreating, 
vision of the future. Perhaps the un- 
yielding arrogance of Khrushchev, who 
already has given his humiliating 
terms for “co-existence,” will awaken 
the American people to their peril. 
Perhaps the barbarian will not be able 
to conceal his lust for our treasure and 
our freedom. It is necessary to hope, 
but only the revival of a weakened 
faith, the exorcising of the Commu- 
nist heresy within us, will make hope 
a reality.

does he justify his sending the 
Russian army into Hungary? 

Again Khrushchev refused to 
answer, He merely retorted: 
“The question of Hungary has 
stuck in some people's throat 
like a dead rat--they feel it 
is unpleasant and yet cannot 
spit it out,”’ 

Hungary and theother crimes 
of Khrushchev and his cohorts 
(both before and since) indeed 
stick in the throats, hearts

RESUME THE ATOM TESTS 


. In a gesture intended to win friends and influence 
people, the United States announced it would suspend 
all tests of nuclear weapons for a period of one year. 
The year is up Oct. 31, and the folly of the gesture is 


For now if the United States resumes testing it will 
lose more friends than it made by banning the tests. If 
it doesn’t resume testing, it may wake up one day to 
find itself far outstripped by Russia in the atomic race. 
The U.S. has, in effect, gotten into a position of an in- 
ternational ban on tests without any enforcement ma- 
chinery. That is the very thing this country has tried 
to avoid ever since the Baruch plan was presented to: 
the United Nations more than a decade ago.

Those who love freedom and oppose 
aggression are beset with a sense of 
deep frustration as news comes from the 
far reaches of Asia of a kind of Com- 
munist aggression that renders us at a 
distinct, and perhaps impossible, disad- 
vantage. 

There is little likelihood of atomic 
war. Russia is well aware that even a 
surprise attack could not knock out 
American capability to retaliate in dev- 
astating nuclear force. To make atomic 
attack is to invite atomic destruction, 
swiftly, surely. So except in the ut- 
most extremities nuclear war is ruled 
out. 

Though more likely to occur than 
atomic attack, even a Korea-type war is 
something the Communists perhaps are 
wise enough to seek to avoid. There 
likely would have been no Korean War 
except the Communists had been as- 
sured in advance by a foolish speech by 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson that 
Korea was outside the American defense 
perimeter. No one was more surprised 
than the Reds when we intervened. 

The frustration of the present comes 
from a different type of warfare—a type 
at which the Reds have proved them- 
selves highly capable, a type which we 
find it most difficult to counter. 

To most Americans names like Laos, 
Bhutan, Sikkam are unfamiliar. And 
even the names of India and Tibet, 
though familiar, represent faraway 
lands of mystery. But in all of these 
places the Communists today are com- 
mitting aggression in the jungles, and 
along barren rocky heights. 

The Chinese Communist invasion and 
suppression of Tibet are accomplished. 
There are no longer any “ifs” about it. 
Some 80,000 Tibetans have been re- 
ported murdered—not killed in battle— 
by the bestial Communists as they carry 
out a typical systematic extermination 
program to eradicate any vestige of re- 


sistance. Tibet's Dalai Lama pitifully 
and hopelessly appeals to the UN to take 
up Tibet's case, ignoring the fact that 
the UN is as pitiful and as hopeless 
(though not so resolute) as oppressed 
Tibet. 

In Laos, Communist guerrillas infil- 
trating through jungles to scattered vil- 
lages are oozing over the countryside 
like a sea of irresistible mud. There is 
no static front. There are no batile lines. 
There is no concentration of Red force 
for the 25,000-man Laotian army to at- 
tack. It, therefore, must spread itself 
too thin and react when pushed by the 
Communists—a disastrous sort of situa- 
tion when the Chinese Communists can 
pour in unlimited manpower. . 

India is disturbed about flagrant 
Chinese Communist invasion of some of 
its isolated northern territory. But In- 
dia’s appeasing Nehru is afraid even to 
speak too harshly against the invaders. 
And he is incapable of going to war to 
defend his own country effectively. 

Bhutan and Sikkam nearby already 
have felt Red invasions and they, too, 
are defenseless. 

And where does it all stop? The 
United States could commit itself for 
Korea, or for India. But it would be 
disastrous for our nation and for free- 
dom if the United States should become 
embroiled in brushfire wars throughout 
the world at Communist instigation. 

While there is no easy solution, no 
clearcut answer of what to do, there 
surely is plain indication of what we 
must not do. Recognizing the utter per- 
fidy of the Communist enemy, we must 
not in any case in even the slightest 
degree permit ourselves to be guilty of 
appeasement. We may have to take de- 
feats, but we do not have to surrender. 

And yet in the face of aggressions 
ranging from Eastern Europe, through 
the Middle East and across Asia, there 
are some who still call for “concessions” 
and “peaceful coexistence.” 


Let's Be Realistic 


President Eisenhower commented yes- 
terday that continuing conversations 
are being held with the Chinese Commu- 
nists about 452 Americans known to 
have fallen into Red hands and yet 
never accounted for. 

No one really knows how many 
Americans the Chinese Communists 
hold, or have held and murdered qither 
directly or indirectly through maltreat- 
ment. 

Yet there are some who in the safety 
of their sheltered existence in America 
are eager to forget the 452, and others, 
and pretend the bloodthirstiness of Red 
China doesn’t exist. Admit Red China 
to the UN, these internationalists plead. 
Give them diplomatic recognition. Deal 
with them, compromise with them. Be 
realistic, they say. 

Yes, let us be realistic. The lives of 
452 Americans swallowed up by Red 
.China are something very real to con- 
sider. So are the lives of the more than 
30,000 Americans taken by the Commu- 
nists in the Korean War. So are the 
bodies of more than 100,000 Americans

Khrushchev Gets 
Bitter Greeting 
In New York

Arriving here by train from 
Washington, where he had re- 
ceived a polite but cool wel- 
come, the Russian leader be- 
came the target of shouted and 
scrawled jibes hurled by or- 
ganized demonstrators, Local 
police did nothing w silence 
the criticism, as Washington 
officials had done, 

“Killer Khrushchev go 
home” screamed one placard 
held high by a demonstrator as 
the black Cadillac carrying the 
Premier sped past crowds on 
42nd Street. ‘Welcome his 
excellency the murderer," 
blared another sign. 


ODE TO COMMUNISM 

Jibing at Mr, Khrushchev's 
boast that Communism would 
Muryꝰð capitalism one day, a 
poetic-minded but ungrammat- 
ical sign writer waved a pla- 
card reading: 

“Today we make merry, 
Tomorrow you we bury” 

The demonstrators, many of 
whom said they belonged to 
various anti-Communist organ- 
izations in this country, shat- 
tered hopes of Government of- 
ficials, both here and in Wash- 
ington that the Khrushchev visit 
would not spark any angry pub- 
lic reaction, 

Although the crowds were 
large in many places, the people 
were uncommonly quiet and re- 
served, 

Said one police lieutenant who 
has watched many such wel- 
comes: 

“*This is the coldest reception 
any big shot ever received in 
New York.** Other veteran ob- 
servers agreed, 





Across from the main en- 
trance of the Commodore Hotel 
several hundred anti-Commu- 
nist demonstrators congregated 
to shout, boo and make wild 
gestures, Two dozen or more 


Communism, waved a placard 
saying ‘“‘Remember Korea.” A 
sign held by another veteran 
read, ‘free our American sol- 
diers.** 


Mr, Khrushchev may not have 
seen the demonstration in front 
of the Commodore because he 
was whisked into the hotel 
through a side entrance, But 
there’s no doubt that others in 
the Soviet party and many of 
the 39 Soviet newsmen accom- 
panying the premier saw and. 
understood the signs. 


TWO TELEPHONED THREATS 

Earlier, the Commodore had 
received two telephoned threats 
that bombs had been placed in 
the hotel, City bomb squads 
searched the hotel and stood by 
as an extra precaution, 

“Don’t list us as Hun- 
garians,”* urged a chunky Am- 
erican with a mid-western ac- 
cent as he clutched a report- 
er’s arm. “We are just plain 
Americans who are here be- 
cause we don’t like Com- 
munism.**

“UP FROM LIBERALISM”

(McDowell-Obelensky, $3.50) 


Mr, Buckley’s third book is 
a witty, urbane, controversial 
attack on the manners and 
meaning of contemporary Am- 
erican Liberalism. 

In this’ thoughtful book, the 
author takes up many aspects 
of the intellectual, social and 
political life of contemporary 
America always distinguishing 
theory from practice, legend 
from fact, In the end .he asks, 
does modern life exclude the 
values which were once agreed 
upon as essential to the free 
society? There is a search- 
ing, ingeniously documented 
study of the activities of major 
colleges and universities, set 
-against the claims of academic 
freedom, 

Following is an excerpt from 
UP FROM LIBERALISM by Wil- 
liam F, Buckley, Jr.: 

“Professional Liberal lead- 
ers are for the most part 
middle-aged and older men, who 
grew up under the slogans of 
Wilsonianism (we fought for 





democracy), and the New Deal 
(we fought for freedom from 
fear), They made their revo- 
lution and consolidated their po- 
sitions, and occupy the influen- 
tial posts, and have successful- 
ly disseminated their ideology. 
But there is growing up agener-

The Tenth Amendment wrote 
State sovereignty into our Cons - 
titution, It did it in firm and 
unmistakable language. This is 
the language: ‘The powers not 
delegated to the United States 
by the Constitution, nor pro- 
hibited by it to the states, are 
reserved to the states respec- 
tively, or to the people.*’ 

There is nothing ambigudus 
in this,- It is clear, tt méans 
that when the Constitution was 
adopted, the Tenth Amendment 
expressed the specific intention 
of the people that the powers 
not specifically granted to the 
United States were reserved to 
the individual states or to the 
people, In adopting it, the people 
refused to grant any unspecified 
powers to the Federal Govern- 
ment, They reserved all un- 
specified powers to the states 
or to the people, 

This doctrine is a part of 
the Constitution, as it was when 
the Amendment was adopted, 
It has been’ a part of the Con- 
Stitution every moment since 
its adoption, The struggle to 
maintain the Constitution again- 
st its enemies at home as well 
as abroad is a never ending 
Struggle, The battle is always 
on, although many Americans 
have.never yet realized it, 

Today we are waging a war 
with a brutal Communist philo- 
sophy, whose disciples have 
definitely, unequivocally ann- 
ounced their intention to destroy 
the United States of America. 
Coupled with that threat from 
abroad, almost daily we have 
renewed and intensified assaul- 
ts from enemies within our 
own borders, 

What the Tenth Amendment 
provides for is local self-gov- 
ernment geared to the local 
and peculiar conditions of the 
people in their own localities. 

The Tenth Amendment takes 
into consideration local limi- 
tations, customs, habits, pat- 
terns of living and, above all 
else, local needs. It sprang 
from the knowledge that state 
legislatures, state governors, 
mayors, local judges, county 
commissioners, sheriffs, and 
county tax collectors are closer 
to the people; that they are in 
a position to administer justice, 
to assess taxes, to wisely spend 
the tax money, and to meet the 
loca] needs of their own people, 
better than any central govern- 
ment that is far rernoved from 
the local scene and unfamiliar 
with the needs of ‘the locality, 

For more than a hundred and 
fifty years, we followed the 
Constitution; we respected this 
principle; we were a strong, 
contented and prosperous peo~ 
ple, with a civilization and a 





degree of liberty unknown be- 
fore in the history of mankind. 


ent position, exercising only 
those powers and functions that 
might be assigned to them by 
an all-powerful, arrogant, dic- 
tatorial, centralized Federal 

The Communist know that the 
destruction of state lines car- 
ries with it the destruction of 
State sovereignty--that the de- 
struction of state sovereignty 
and the establishment of cen- 
tralized bureaucracy means de- 
destruction of individual liberty 
and freedom, 

‘That is whyevery Communist 
every fellow traveller andevery 
well-wisher of Communism su- 
pports every movement against 
State sovereignty and in favor 
of centralized power, It makes 
the Communists’ objective of 
taking over our Government 
easier, 

The rank and file of our 
people, who actually constitute 
an unorganized majority, must 
organize to save state sove- 
reignty. If we do this, we shall 
keep our country strong, 

It is thus that we shall be 
able to preserve the last re- 
maining bastion of freedom re- 
maining in a world fighting for 
its very life against Com- 
munism and dictatorship, 

As a matter of simple sur- 
vival, we must preserve Con- 
stitutional government; we must 
maintain a balance of power 
between Federal and state gov- 
ernment, State sovereignty is 
the bulwark against centralized 
bureaucratic power.

On August 26, 1959, William P. Rogers, United States Attor- 





‘ney General, spoke to a convention of the American Bar Associ- 


ation at Miami Beach, Florida, asking the lawyers tw put pres- 
sure on the U.S, Senate for repeal of the ‘“‘Connally Amendment” 
which permits the United States todecide what disputes it will 
submit to the International Court of Justice, 

A significant story lies behind Rogers’ speech, It is quite 
incredible to well-intentioned Americans who cannot believe 
‘that the elected and appointed leaders of this nation--sworn 
to defend our Constitution--would consider an effort to eliminate 
the Constitution, destroy America as an independent nation, 
and convert this once-free republic into a helpless province 
of a communist-socialist dominated one-world government, 


The subtlest, and most sinsiter, tactic which the one-worlders 
have ever conceived suddenly into public consciousness 
on May 1, 1958: the first ““Law Day, U.S.A,"* This was the formal 
launching of a drive to push us into world government by subjecting 
our nation to the jurisdiction of the World Court, 

When President Eisenhower proclaimed the first Law Day for 
May 1, 1958, it seemed like a good idea w some, For years, May 
Day had been considered a Communist celebration, Now we were 
going to capture that day from them here in America and set it 
aside as a day to pay tribute to }ew and order and justice, 

All over the nation on May 1, 1958, there was a sudden spate 
of rhetoric about -world peace through world law, To informed 
Americans, it seemed a bit silly -- an overdose of meaningless 
platitudes, Before long, however, it was apparent that our Law 
Day, U.S.A, was something significant, 


Throughout 1958, ghost writers kept inserting into President 
Eisenhower's speeches phrases such as “‘theimpera- 
tive need to depose the rule of force, and to enthrone the rule of 
law in international differences,"* 

It was obvious that some subtle new scheme was afoot, but 
it was not until September 2, 1958, that the specific direction and 
objectives of the plot became apparent to the public. 

On that day, Attorney General William P. made a 
speech at the New York University Law Center. His subject 
was “International Order Under Law."* 

The Attorney General quoted some of the President’s phrases 
about “* the rule of force’* and “‘enthroning the rule of 
law."* He deplored the fact that the nations of the world were not 
using the World Court as a means of settling their disputes, 
He placed the blame on the Connally Amendment--by which the 
United States reserved the right to decide what cases would go 
before the court, 

Mr, Rogers made. it clear that the world could not trust the 
United States to decide fairly what is, oris not, within its domestic 
jurisdiction--but that the United States could trust the court of 
foreign judges not to infringe on our domestic matters, 


REPEAL THE CONNALLY 

Mr, Rogers closed his September 2, 1958, speech by saying 
that the time has come to “reexamine the domestic jurisdiction 
reservation”* --that is, to repeal the Connally Amendment, 

By the end of 1958, Arthur Larson (former ghost writer for the 
President) had been detached from full time duty at the White House 
and established as head of the Rule of Law Center at Duke Uvi- 
versity Law School. 

In all of his interviews and speeches since he went to Duke, 
Arthur Larson says the first thing we must do to have peace on 
earth is to repeal the Connally Amendment so that the World 
Court can take whatever jurisdiction it pleases over the affairs 
of the United States, 


‘ Almost simultaneously with the publicity buildinup for Arthur 
Larson as the messenger of peace through law, there developed 
a similar press-agentry campaign for Charles S, Rhyne, 1957-58 
President of the American Bar Association, now chairman of 
‘its “*Peace through Law*®* Committee, 

The Rhyne speeches are almost exactly like the Larson speeches, 
The two men use the same approach, the same trite phrases, pre- 
sent the same argiiments, and come to the same conclusion, 

If asked whether there is danger that the Court will infringe 
on matters that are purely domestic, they snort ‘‘of course not,"* 
If asked whether the Soviets will submit to the compulsory juris- 
diction of the court if we set the example, they say that the Soviets 





‘will ultimately be shamed into doing so, They have not yet explained 
why the revulsion of the civilized world did not shame the Soviets 


into stopping their slaughter of Hungarian patriots, 

On March 24, 1959, Senator Hubert Humphrey (Democrat, 
Minnesota) introduced a resolution to repeal the Connally Amend- 
ment--that is, to strike the six words, AS DETERMINED BY THE 
UNITED STATES, from the old Morse resolution of 1946. 

On April 13, 1959, Vice President Nixon speaking to the Academy 
of Political Science, in New York, made a speech very much like 
the standardized speeches of Arthur Larson and Charles Rhyne, 
Nixon dwelt on the horrors of war and spoke wistfully of world 
peace through world law. He listed the Connally Amendment as a 
major obstacle to that ideal goal and said that the administration 
“‘will shortly submit to the Congress recommendations for modifying 
this reservation,"* 

Both parties are now officially on record as sponsoring repeal 
of the Connally Amendment, 


SOME OF THE DANGERS 
ts all over the world (including those in our own 


State Department) have, ever since Alger Hiss was in the Depart- 
ment, agitated to take the Panama Canal away from the United 
States and “‘internationalize’ it, This is a matter involving the 
vital security interests of this nation -- which the World Court 
would obviously take jurisdiction over, if the Connally Amend- 
ment were repealed, 

The World Court’ is composed of fifteen judges, ONLY ONE 
OF WHICH CAN BE FROM AMERICA, COMMUNIST NATIONS 
DO NOT--AND WILL NOT--ACCEPT JURISDICTION OF THE 
COURT; BUT THEY HAVE JUDGES ON IT, Nine judges constitute 
a quorum for the court; and a majority of the quorum is enough 
for a decision--from which there is no appeal, The judges are 
elected by the United Nations General Assembly and by the UN 
Security Council, 

In other words, if we repeal the Connally Amendment, five 
judges chosen by the UN can declare the Constitution of the 
United States and its Bill of Rights void --and can order the Amer- 
ican people to support the rest of the world, as long as the dollars
